Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  /mnual  Report  for 
the  year  1962.  There  are  a number  of  points  of  ?/hich  I T/ish  to 
make  special  mention. 

Vital  Statistics.  The  mid-year  population  a.s  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  v/as  23,070  persons,  this  being  260  more  than  in 
1961. 

Births.  The  total  number  of  live  births  was  395  end  the  corrected 
birth  rate  was  18.4  cis  compared  v.ith  a rate  of  18.0  for 
England  and  Wales  and  a rate  of  14.7  for  the  rural  districts 
of  West  Sussex. 

Deaths.  There  were  l68  male  deaths  and  145  female  deaths 
mf?icing  a total  of  313  deaths  from  all  causes.  The  corrected 
death  rate  of  11.8  compares  with  a rate  of  11.9  for  Lnglaiid 
and  Wales  and  a rate  of  14.2  for  the  rural  districts  of 
'West  Sussex.  There  were.  5 suicides  (4  men  a.nd  1 womiin). 

The  Infant  mortality  rate  was  exceptionally  high. 

The  nuL'iber  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  was  19  giving 

.an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  48.1.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 

was  21.4  und  that  for  the  rural  districts  of  West  Sussex  22.1 

The  rate  for  rural  districts  throughout  England  and  Wales 

with  a population  of  of  under  50,000  was  21.  Of  the  infant  deaths 

12  occurred  during  the  first  week  ,3  betv?een  the  first  end 

4th.  weeks  and  the  other  4 between  4 weeks  and  one  year. 

Tuberculosis.  There  \vere  four  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  in 
respect  of  3 men  and  1 woman  aged  respectively  31 , 56,  64,  and 
65  years.  This  follovvs  the  present  trend  v/here  tuberculosis  is 
now  found  in  the  older  age  groups. 
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Infection  of  Milk  Y;ith  the  Brucella  organisn 


It  v/ill  be  seen  on  page  26  of  ny  report  that  from  3 
samples  of  milk  submitted  for  examination,  the  Brucella  organism 
v/as  isolated  and  I thought  this  a suitable  opportunity  to  point 
out  the  risk  associated  ¥/ith  drinking  "rav/"  milk  i.e.  milk  that 
has  not  been  heat  treated.  This  organism  is  the  cause  of 
undulant  fever  in  man.  Undulant  fever  is  a disease  of  man  and 
may  manifest  itself  in  a variety  of  symptoms  so  making  the 
diagnosis  very  difficult.  It  is  however,  a serious  disease  and 
may  cause  chronic  ill  health.  The  disease  is  almost  always 
contracted  by  man  from  animials  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  this 
risk  is  always  present  if  milk  is  drunk  that  is  not  heat 
treated.  It  seems  to  be  considered  by. some  people  that 
Tuberculin  tested  milk  is  safe  milk  and  this  is  a fallacy*  Tiough 
Tuberculin  tested  milk  can  generally  be  regarded  as  safe  from  the 
risk  of  causing  tuberculosis  it  cannot  be  regarded  as  safe  from 
the  risk  of  causing  other  diseases.  Tuberculin  tested  herds 
are  frequently  infected  with  Brucella  abortus  and  so  the  milk 
from  such  herds  may  be  infected  wmth  the  organism.  It  could 
also  be  infected  with  typhoid,  food  poisoning  or  Dther  germs, 
and  the  only  sure  way  of  making  the  mmlk  safe  is  by  a heat 
treatment  process  such  as  pasteurisation.  There  are  legal 
powers  to  deal  with  mdlk  infected  with  the  Brucella  organisiri  but 
the  operation  of  those  powers  is  practically  an  impossibility. 
Until  therefore,  brucellosis  infection  of  cattle  has  been 
eradicated  the  ansv;er  to  the  problem  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
public  and  the  answer  is  to  drink  only  heat  treated  milk. 

Private  water  supplies.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  on  page  18 
of  this  report  many  of  the  saiiiples  of  water  show  a high  degree 
of  pollution.  Negotiations  between  the  Council  and  the  North  west 
Sussex  »7ater  Board  have  taken  place  auring  the  year  with  a view  to 
the  extension  of  the  v^ater  main  to  serve  Edburton,  a hai.ilet  from 
which  repeated  bad  samples  have  been  obtained. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support,  to  the  officers  of  the 
other  Depjortments  and  to  the  staff  of  myDepartment.

THE  SKuTiRAGE  J.ND  SEAAGE  DISPOSiJL 


This  is  carried  out  in  the  District  partly  by  i.iain 
drainage  and  partly  by  Lieans  of  cesspools,  the  enp tying  of 
which  is  undertaken  by  the  Council. 

iiVhile  i:)lans  for  uain  drainage  schenes  had  been 
considered  back  in  1936,  it  was  not  until  1953  that  the  first 
scheme  was  proceeded  with.  This  was  in  Steyning  and  since 
then  a comprehensive  scheme  has  been  planned  to  tcilce  place  in 
stages.  Some  of  these  schemes  have  been  completed  and  others 
are  under  construction.  During  1962  v;ork  continued  on  the 
schemes  for  Ashington,  ITashington  and  Storrington  and  was 
started  on  Shen.ianbury  and  at  Blackstone. 

On  the  14th  FebiTuary,  1962  a Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  Inquiry  was  held  in  connection  v;ith  the 
proposals  for  /unberley  and  Coldwaltham. 

Cesspool  emptying  and  Disposal 

This  service  still  presents  its  problems  and  while  main 
drainage  is  progressing  throughout  the  district,  the  position 
has  not  yet  been  reached  where  the  calls  on  this  service  are 
significantly  less. 


Refuse  Collection 


Collection  of  refuse  takes  place  regularly  in  all  parts 
of  the  district,  weekly  in  the  built-up  areas,  fortnightly  in 
the  less  populated  parta,  and  monthly  in  remote  areas.  Refuse 
is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  disposa.l  pla.ces  in 
Henfield,  Washington  and  Steyning. 

Consideration  was  given  by  the  Council  during  the  year 
to  the  possibility  of  affording  a weekly  collection  to  certain 
areas  where  refuse  is  collected  less  frequently  and  the  Council 
decided  that  this  service  of  \.eekly  collections  should  be  made 
in  as  many  areas  as  possible. 

Dustbins  - These  are  supplied  and  maintained  by  the  householders. 
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VATER  SUPPLIES 


Public  Supply.  The  North  I’i'est  Sussex  Water  Bocj?d  is  the 

statutory  v;ater  undertaker  for  the  whole  of  the  Chanctonbury 
Rural  District  since  April  1st,  19^0,  when  the  water 
undertaking  of  the  Steyning  & District  Watenvorks  Cocipany, 
Linited  were  taken  over  by  the  Board. 

I an  indebted  to  Mr.  E.R.  Griffiths,  M.I.C.E.,  M.I.W.E., 
the  Chief  -.ngineer  to  the  North  V/est  Sussex  Water  Board  for 
the  infornation  which  follows  regarding  the  public  supply  to 
the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  is 
obtained  froo  the  Harding  Punping  Station  (River  Rother)  fron 
the  boreholes  at  Snock  Alley  and  Nutbourne,  and  in  the  case 
of  Ste;>ning,  Branber  and  Upper  Beeding,  fron  a borehole  in  the 
chalk  at  Upper  Beeding  (Steyning  Punping  Sta,tion). 

Regular  bacteriological  exanination  of  the  water  is 
carried  out  and  below  is  a table  giving  the  reports  on 
bacteriological  exanination  of  saciples  of  water  taken  fro.-  the 
Board's  supplies  which  nainly  serve  the  Chanctonbury  District. 
Usually  this  table  covers  the  year  ending  31  st  Decenber,  but  I 
unaer stand  these  figures  are  not  yet  available  and  so  the 
figures  are  those  of  the  Water  Board's  year  v/hich  ends  31st 
March,  1962.

Food  Complaints 

During  19^2,  two  complaints  ’,/ere  received  from  residents 
who  felt  that  they  had  been  sold  food  which  y/as  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  These  complaints  were  investigated. 

Pov/ers  to  deal  with  such  complaints  are  provided  in  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  (section  2 and  section  8). 

^e£tion  £ (General  protection  for  purchasers  of  food  drugs; 
provides  that  a person  selling  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser 
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any  food  or  drug  which  is  not  of  thenature,  or  not  of  the  substance, 
or  not  of  the  quality  denanded  hy  the  j^rchnser,  shall  be  guilty  of 
an  offence. 

Section  8 (Punishment  for  sale  etc,,  of  food  unfit  for 
human  consumption)  This  section  provides  that  any  person  v/ho  sells 
or  offers  or  exposes  for  sale,  or  has  in  his  possession  for  the 
purpose  of  sale  any  food  intended  for,  but  unfit  for,  human 
consumption,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence. 


One  of  the  complaints  related  to  the  sale  of  a box  of 
sweets  which  was  not  of  the  substance  demanded  in  that  one  of  the 
sweets  contained  a piece  of  metal.  The  Council  gave  instructions 
for  legal  proceedings  to  be  instituted  under  Section  2 of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955*  However,  after  all  the  preparations  had 
been  made  the  witnosses  were  not  willing  voluntarily  to  attend 
Court.  The  health  of  the  vital  v/itness  vjas  not  good  and  so  the 
Council’s  solicitors  questioned  the  v^isdom  of  serving  a subpoena  on 
him  . The  proceedings  'were  therefore  dropped. 


The  second  complaint  concerned  a bar  of  chocolate  in 
which  it  was  said  a .stone  was  found.  This  coE^laint  was  passed  to 
the  Pood  and  Dinigs  Authority,  A report  was  received  from  the 
Chief  Inspector,  1'7eights  and  Measures  to  the  effect  that  the 
Public  Analyst  had  reported  that’^the  foreign  object  consisted  of 
part  of  a coffee  bean  which  had  not  been  subjected  to  a roasting 
process”.

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FACTORIES 


FACTORIES  ACT,  1961 

District  Councils  have  certain  responsibilities  in  connection 
uith  general  health  and  welfare  provisions  in  factories.  These 
differ  according  to  whether  the  factory  is  a power  factory  or  a non- 
pov/er  factory,  i.e.  v;hether  mechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used.  i 

In  the  case  of  non-power  factories,  the  duties  are  concerned 
with  the  provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature, 
ventilation,  drainage  of  floors,  sanitary  conveniences. 

In  power  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council  relates 
to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions  being  the 
responsibility  of  H.M.  Inspector  of  Fa«tories,  who  is  also  responsible 
in  both  types  of  factories  for  the  requirements  relating  to  provision 
and  maintenance  of  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outwori-:. 

Outwork.  The  law  in  relation  to  outv/orkers  is  in  Sections  133  and  134 
(Part  VIII)  of  the  Factories  Act. 

The  classes  of  outwork  to  iThich  the  provisions  of  the  sections 
apply  are  specified  by  Regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Labour. 

Section  133  of  the  Factories  Act  requires  the  occupier  of  every 
factory  and  every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier  in  the 
business  of  the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and  manner  lists 
showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  empbyed  by  them  as 
outvTorkers. 

A copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Council  of  the 
District  in  which  the  factory  is  situated  and  if  the  place  of 
employment  of  the  outworker  is  outside  the  district  in  wrhich  the  factory 
is  situated  the  Council  of  that  District  is  required  to  forward  the 
name  and  address  of  any  outvirorker  to  the  appropriate  District  Council. 

Section  134  of  the  Act  applies  to  the  employment  of  persons  in 
unv/holesome  jpremises.
